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Ll. Detween Y and 23 June 1951, about 16,000 Soviet troops were said to be at the 
Schreinrich (N SLAT 22) troop trainin: srounds. (1) 

They were quartered in butments and tents. Treops held firing practice almost 
dvily, in the area of Newlutterew, using as many as six artillery pieces, and 
firing south toward the troop training grouds., (2) Six rocket launchers were 
observed cast of cootsen, firing sastwards., They stood in an open terrain behind 


a gugil ridge of hills and were spaced 5 meters apart. About 103 soldiers with 
red-vordered black epaulets ware seen with the rocket launchers.
